NEW YORK, Feb. 3.— The strong ga!e 


from tho wc?t-northw<!St which began 
mrly lost evening continued all through 
the night and this morning. The maxi- 
mum velocity of the wind was 05 miles 
an hour, and at 9 a, m. today the local 
weather bureau instrument showed that 
it was blowing at the rate'of 30 miles an 
hour. All the nearby -marine stations 
reported the sea rough', and from differ- 
ent points along the coast there came 
news of wrecks and of vessels _ashorc. 
The tugs John K. Bcrwin and E. S. At- 
wood, which were sent to the stranded 
steamer Cavour at Long Beach yester- 
day, were unable to return to port and 
both sank about 11 miles east of tho 
Saiidy Ilook lightship. 


The crews were rescued by the Ger- 


man steamer Barcelona. The tugs left 
the Cavour about 4 o'clock yesterday af- 
ttrnoon and within an hour, both were 
in a sinking 'condition. The seaa broke. 
over the craft and washed away ' every- 
thing moveable. the water gradually fill- 
ing'thc holds until it^was above the floor 
of the tire room and began to put out 
the fires. The Berwind's 
pilot 
house 


was smashed and the water flooded her 
lire room. About .">:30 o'clock the Bar- 
celona. was seen approaching and 
the 


"tugs steered toward her to ask for as- 
sistance. She stopped and made a good 
Ice so that the tugs were able to run 
alongside. A ropo ladder wa> lowered 
and the men from the tugs scrambled on 


' boojd. Fourteen men all told were sav- 


ed, seven from each tug. 
Fifteen min- 


utes after Hie rescue the Atwood v/cnt 
down and some time Inter the Berwin 
disappeared. 


Fire Island reported a '.-.hip ashore at 


Point Lookout and a barge in distress 
near tho Forge llivtr life .saving station. 
The barge was anchored about two miles 
off shore and was rolling badly. Those 
on shore could nut tell whether there 
was anyone on board the barge. The 
name of the s-'hip could not bo seea from 
the Point Lookout station.

WATERBURY, Conn., Feb. 3—For ten 


hours hst night and this morning flumes 
fanned by a high wind, held sivuy over 
the business portion of this city, causing 
a loss that will exceed $3,000,000. The 
best business portion of the city, forming 
a triangle bounded on the north by Ex- 
change 
place, 011 the west by1 Bank 


street, on the south by Grand street and 
on the east by South Main street, was 
almost wiped out. The first fire which 
started in the big store of the Reid & 
Hughes Dry Goods company on Bank 
street was not considered under control 
until albout $3,000,000 worth of property 
had been destroyed. 


Then a second fire broke out in -the 


Scovil house, the city's leading hotel, re- 
modeled by the lute Judge E. C. Lewis a 
few years ago at an expense of about 
$75,000, and this establishment was com- 
pletely wrecked. The occupants of the 
hotel were forced to seek the street in 
their night clothea. With the ringing 
of a. second -alarm, the entir.e-.city. was 
.thrown into a-pnnici 'There was'a fierce 
gale blowing and sparks.from the burn- 
ing hotel were driven in lurid showers^ 
over a jtreali area. The occupants of 
buildings located in the path of the 
wind prepared to leave. Although the 
Waterbury. fire department was -rein- 
forced from nearby cities it was for a 
time impossible to stay the passage of 
the flumes. 


'The fire.burned over four acre? of the 
city's best business section. Among the 
prominent buildings totally destroyed 
are the block occupied ay the Keid & 
Hughes Dry Goods company, the plant 
of the Watenbury American, the Masonic 
temple, the Seovil and'Fr.anklin houses, 
the W. L. Douglas Shoe- company, the 
Johnson bloek and the Salvation Array 
Workingmon's home. In'. all about 100 
leading business houses arc burned out. 


Rarely have firemen been obliged to 


contend against worse conditions 'than 
those which prevailed from first to last 
in this liisaslrous conflagration. The 
wind was blowing a gale and the' cold 
was intense. It seemed at one time as 
though every structure In the heart of. 
the city would be destroyed, but in some 
instances the work of the 
firemen was 


availing. 
The- Waterbury Bank building 


nt the corner of Bank and Grand streets 
was saved, although the New England 
Engineering company's $70,000 building, 
but a few "feet away 
*n<( the Masonic 


temple on the north side of the bank 
•building, wove consumed. During the 
night the mayor was in communication 
with Gov. McLean and the militia was 
called out.

ously on the third and first

Reid & Hughes store. 'The

building-was located in the heart of the 
city and'wi.thin vi,ew of many residences, 
which flank the city park or commons.

NEW YORK, Feb. 3.—The strong gale 


from the west-northwest which began 
early last evening continued all through 
Ihe night and this morning. The •maxi- 
mum, velocity of the wind was 05 miles 
an hour, and at 9 a. m. today the local 
weather bureau instrument showed that 
it was blowing at the rate'of 50 miles an 
hour. AH the nearby marine stations 
reported the sea rough, and from differ- 
ent points along the coast there came 
news of wrecks and of vessels _aahore. 
The tugs John E. Berwin and E. S. At- 
wood, which were sent to the stranded 
steamer Cavour at Long Beach yester- 
day, were unable to return to port and 
both sank about 11 miles east of the 
Sandy Hook lightship. 


The crews were rescued by the Ger- 


man steamer Barcelona. The tugs left 
the Cavour about 4 o'clock yesterday af- 
ternoon and within an hour, both wefe 
in a sinking'condition. The seas broke, 
over the craft and washed away"every- 
thing movtable, the •water gradually fill- 
ing the holds until itwas above the floor 
of the fire room and began to put out 
the fires. The Berwind's pilot 
house 


was smashed and the water flooded her 
lire room. About 5:30 o'clock the Bar- 
celona was seen approaching and 
the 


'tugs steered toward her to ask for as- 
sistance. 
She stopped and made a good 


lee so that the tugs were able to run 
alongside. A rope ladder was lowered 
and the men from the tugs scrambled on 
board. Fourteen men all told were sav- 
ed, seven from each tug. Fifteen min- 
utes after the rescue the Atwood went 
down and some time later the Berwin 
disappeared.

WATERBURY, Conn., Feb. 3—For ten 


hours last night and this morning flames 
fanned by a high wind, held sway over 
the business portion of this city, causing 
a loss that will exceed $3,000,000. The 
best business portion of the city, forming 
a triangle bounded on the north by Ex- 
change 
place, on the west by Bank 


street, on the. south by Grand street and 
on the east by South Main street, was 
almost wiped out. The first fire which 
started in the big store of the Reid & 
Hughes Dry Goods company on Bank 
street was not considered under control 
until aibout $3,000.000 worth of property 
had been destroyed. 


Then a second fire broke out in the 


Scovil house, the city's leading hotel, re- 
modeled by the late Judge E. C. Lewis'a 
few years ago at an expense of about 
$75,000, and this establishment was com- 
pletely wrecked. The occupa'nts of the 
hotel were forced to seek the street in 
their night clothes. With 
the ringing 


of a aecond .alarm the en^ir..excity was 
.thrown into a panic. There was a fierce 
gale blowing and sparks.from the burn- 
ing hotel were driven in lurid showery 
over a great area. The occupants of 
buildings located in the path of the 
wind prepared to leave. Although the 
Waterbury, fire department was -rein- 
forced from nearby cities it was for a 
time impossible to stay the passage of 
the flames. 


The fire, burned over foiir acres of the 


city's best business section. Among the 
prominent buildings totally destroyed 
are the block occupied by the Reid 
&. 


Hughes Dry Goods company, the plant 
of the Wateiibury American, the Masonic 
temple, the Scovil and'Franklin houses, 
tKe W. L. Douglas Shoe company, the 
Johnson block and the Salvation Army 
Workingmen's home. In', all about 100 
leading business houses are burned out. 


Rarely have firemen been obliged to 


contend against worse conditions ' than 
those which prevailed from first to last 
in this disastrous conflagration. The 
wind was blowing a gate and the cold 
was intense. It seemed at one time ns 
though every structure in the heart of 
the city would be destroyed, but in some 
instances the work of the 
firemen was 


availing. The Waterbury Bank building 
at the corner of Bank and Grand streets 
was saved, although the New England 
Engineering company's $70,000 building, 
but a few feet away xrid the Masonic 
temple on the north side of the bank 
•building, were consumed. During the 
night the mayor was in communication 
with Gov. McLean and the militia was 
called out. Companies A and G. num- 
bering about 120 men, were detailed 
about the fire district ami arc still on 
.duty. The armory, Uhe city hall, the 
churches and 'other .public places have 


! been turned into temporary shelters, 


i hundreds being rendered homeless. The 


moral effect of this fire upon Waterbury 
will be' far-reaching.

~Jsft began by. saying that he had gone 
1.0 the Philippines in the spring of 1BOO 
and had visited almost all the provinces 
during the past year. He said that in 
all the Filipino or Christian provinces 
there is a form 
of civil 
government. 


There are 34 of these 
provinc-ts. ;The 


Moros are all friendly, except a few who 
have never been otherwise than hostile 
io the Spaniards. Even .these were'-now 
being brought over by the'prospect of 
trade, of which they are very fond. 


Going back to the beginning of the 


commission's tour of the 
island, Gov. 


Taft said that it had only bteri under- 
taken after the re-election of President 
MeiKnley when the time seemed ripe for 
the establishment of local government 
in the islands. Describing this tour he 
said tho course was to, present to the 
dignitaries of various places visited an 
t-xplanation of the provincial ar.d muni- • 
cipa.1 acts. "We had some oratory," he ' 
said, ''and from the rear platform of the 
train, but generally from the windows 
of the oar." 
He.,then gave in dstaii-the 


proceedings of meetings at, the. various 
places visited, saying that'-some seven- 
teen capitals of the provinces wore visit- 
ed on the first tour. At each place the 
delegates of the. people were met, the 
prescribed special act was passed and a 
governor appointed, who was authorized 
to organize municipalities. These prov- 
incial governments consisted, lie explain- 
ed, of a governor, secretary, superintend- 
ent, treasurer, and a fiscal 6r prosecut- 
ing attorney. In-all cases-.where-,-thfi''Se- 
lection cquld be 'madei_ without arousing 
jealousies, natives had been chosen. All 
these appointments are temporary and 
next month their successors will;be elect- 
ed. When the factions were loo strong 
Americans were placed 
• at.,-the. head of 


each provincial government. In all Cases 
the treasurer and superintendent were 
Americans. The commission 'had 
first 


given its attention to the northern prpv- 
inces and in April started south on a 
trip of 54 days. They had been received 
most 
cordially 
everywhere.' This, 're- 


mark led the witness into 
a •• few -dis- 


cursive remarks upon the subject of Fil- 
ipino hospitality'. "The Spaniard," - ;he 
said, "will always tell you that his.house 
is yours, but he does not always -mean 
that you should take him at .Hi's-word, 
but the Filipino will tell you the same 
thing and he always.mcans what he says. 
.He will turn his family, out and irjstalL 
you in his habitation." 


Speaking of the island-of Xegros he 


said it was peculiar .in its - topography 
and that previous to the coming of the 
commission there was difficulty ,in the 
matter of government: There were,so 
many officers in the government, that of 
the $200,000 (Mexican) only about $10,- 
000 was left for other expenses than the 
payment of salaries. Gov. Taft snid.the 
commission had had an interesting .ex- 
perience in 
trying 
to - reorganize the 


province of Antique, but tKat the .peo- 
ple resisted vigorously. He mentioned 
that at San Jose, the capital they dis- 
-played a model of liberty, enlightening 
the world which was 20 feet high and 
had been dragged seven miles over a 
very rough road. On this monument 
there were statues of .Washington and 
McKiiiley.

"It is undoubtedly the case thc liquor 


interests would much rather 
have in 


force a law even if high license, if it 
protected them from the constant as- 
saults of the oppogcrs of all liquor sell- 
ing at all. In a number of states legis- 
lation lias been enacted that has been 
very successful not only in' raising 
a 


large revenue, but in enabling tiie au- 
thorities to keep.in subjection the class 
of drinking places known as dives, and 
disreputable places, joints and violators 
of ordinances. Wherever liquor selling 
is conducted in an drdnrly fashion, the 
laws obeyed, and the 
community not 


outraged by open disorder and disgrace- 
ful exhibitions, there is tTiat much less, 
agitation in progress urging the authori- 
ties to enforce legislation that will pro- 
hibit all together. 


Ohio has had in force the Dowc law 


for a number of years and to a great 
majority of the people with satisfactory 
-results. This law has largely reduced the 
low order of drinking places, added ma- 
terially to the revenues of county and 
-tate treasury, and is not what is known 
us high license, only that its provisions 
regulate and are enforced. This law made 
an impression upon New York , people 
with the result in time n change was 
made from their old law that gave a rev- 
enue of about $3,000,000 per annum, to 
the Raines law that only increased license 
but, went further and regulated the man- 
ner in which liquor could be sold.

.made by small bullets., "Jack's" pistol 
was a cheap 32 .calibre affair.

The Kahney murder, "Ed.* alleged was 


committed by Walter Dorman, assisted 
by a man who had that day come from 
Chicago, and the Zebers woman, who put 
on a man'3 suit.

He ad- 
mitted having committed a great many 
robberies, but stoutly maintained that 
he had never killed any one.

There was 
no foundation for the report arid the ex- 
citement soon died down. 


District Attorney Haymaker arrived at 


Butler about 1 o'clock, but as yet has 
made no effort to obtain possession of 
the prisoners. 


As the trio have had a turn for the 


worse and the Biddies are expected to die 
at 'any time, it is quite likely action 
will be postponed by Mr. Haymaker un- 
til after their, death.
